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Response to A rguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 9/05/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

On page 4, 3 rd -4 th paragraphs, the applicant argues that Sugawara et al. is not relevant to 
the invention, since it does not teach the skilled person how to provide alarms signals indicative 
of path faults, as provided by the invention. The examiner respectfully disagrees, since 
Sugawara et al. clearly disclosed in paragraph 0084, "it is necessary to independently manage the 
path in each management region to locate a region in which a failure has occurred". In 
paragraph 0084-0088, figures 12a-b, 13, Sugawara et al. further teaches, the method of using B3 
byte, Z5 byte, and B2 byte for tracking and counting any occurrences of errors external and 
within the tandem connection in the management region 1. Therefore, the teaching of Sugawara 
et al. is evidently relevant to the invention.
